WHEREAS, heretofore on and prior to May 6, 1974 a Consor¬ 
tium Agreement was entered into between the following govern¬ 
mental entities in the State of Indiana, namely, the City 
of Fort Wayne, Adams County, Allen County, DeKalb County, 

LaGrange County, Noble County and Whitley County, for im¬ 
plementation of programs and policies of the Comprehensive 
Employmentand Training Act of 1973 and subsequent thereto said 
Consortium Agreement was revised for the fiscal years 1974, 

1975, 1976 and 1977; and, 

WHEREAS, the Consortium Agreement was ratified and 
approved by the Common Council of the City of Fort Wayne, Indiana 
by its Resolution No. R-22-74, dated March 29, 1974; and, 

WHEREAS, under Article 12 of said Consortium Agreement 
the City of Fort Wayne is constituted as the Administrative 
Arm of said Consortium and certain powers,functions, and 
responsibility were delegated by the Consortium members 
limiting the authority of the Mayor of the City of Fort Wayne 
as Chief Administrative Officer of the Consortium among which 
was authority to hire an Executive Director and one_or more 
Associate Directors with the consent of the signatories to 
the Consortium Agreement; and, 

WHEREAS, the Mayor of the City of Fort Wayne, Indiana 
did recently remove from office Mr. Joe Daniels, Associate 
Director of Administration and Mr. Arthur Tibbs, Associate 
Director of Operations. 

NOW THEREFORE BE IT RESOLVED BY THE COMMON COUNCIL OF 
THE CITY OF FORT WAYNE, INDIANA: 

That the Mayor advise the Common Council as to 
his authority for removal of such persons as 
such Associate Directors without obtaining the 
consent of the signatories to the Consortium 
Agreement; 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED that the Mayor advise the 
Common Council as to the above matter on or 
before April 26, 1977, being the next regular 
meeting of the Common Council of the City of 
Fort Wayne, Indiana.
